Thanks for the Nichol3 brief and tho book, The marked quotations look 
interesting and certainly pertinent. I’ll file this letter under Powers, 

With regard to tho suit, have you detected the enormity of the package 
our egocentric friend has offered the opposition?

And John's description cf in “limbo" may be inaccurate, iiu doesn' t really 
understand the 4/25/65 memo of transfer, which (dan' t tell him) does not relate to 
the film alone. ...I b:.ve the attachments to this brief, as you do not, but there 
is nothing you do not have or haven't ce:*m....I fear onr best interest lies in 
not disclosing anything to -ho government through the hichols cult, which has too 
good a chance of failing, oven if ho should win La the lower court-one cf the 
reasons I'm not rushing. My approach, according to 3ud, ic a much better one and I 
feel the other suits must be filed ddl first to lay a solid basis. However, 1 am 
indebted to John to this extent: their response is very helpful to me and could 
have been to Mm if he knew his business...! am missing on^ of the letters he 
refers to in his x'irst brief. I've asked Howard for it. I've not told Howard what 
I spotted in that when he sent it to me so he can stretch his mind and try and 

find it for himself. This way, sharp as he is, he may also find what I didn t. 

...The Ak ochm Pokjia may be over. I've had no reply from Physics Today. 1 attribute this
